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. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. |

To Hon. J. M. Stone, Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


Sir: As trustees of the Institution for the Education of 
the Deaf and Dumb, obeying the requirements of the law, 
we respectfully make this our report to the Legislature 
through your Excellency. 

The affairs of this Institution have been administered as 
economically as possible. In this, as in all matters ot its 
couduct, our own labors have been greatly lessened by the 
intelligent industry, zeal, fidelity and careful attention to 
detail so characteristic of the admirable Superintendent, 
Professor J. R. Dobyns, who is entitled to all praise. 

A detailed report of all receipts and expenditures accom- 
panies this report, to which we call attention. All expendi- 
tures are made only after our own careful consideration of 
estimates, and itemized accounts are then submitted for 
allowance, and, finally, we compare and.check off the books 
with the vouchers. - . 

We request special consideration of the report of Prof. 
Dobyns, accompanying this, which we, in all things, heartily 
approve. We wish to emphasize his suggestions in refer- 
ence to the purchase of material tor protection against fire, 
to which the buildings are always liable, and, particularly 
80, from the means of lighting by coal oil from motives of. 
economy. Fire hose and a reel on-the premises would much 
lessen the danger of serious damage and at small cost. 

We urge a continuance of the appropriation for repairs 
and transportation, and suggest some increase, and we sub- 
mit, also, that the appropriation for support should be en- 
larged. An examination of accounts will show, we think, 
that we are driven to too rigid economy for proper comfort 
to pupils. 

The foreman of the printing office is insufficiently paid. 
It is a very important feature of the Institution, and the sal- 
ary of $360 is too small for a competent teacher of that art. 
We think he should have $700, and we feel sure the Legis- 
lature will concur in this view. ; 

We warmly commend the Superintendent's suggestion of

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an allowance for the expenditure for a limited number of 
the most worthy graduates of, say not exceeding $75 each 
annually, for attendance at the National Deaf Mute College 
at Washington City, and for the good and sufficient reasons 
set forth in his report, to which we invite favorable atten- 
tion. 

The Institution is too much crowded for proper comfort 
of pupils, and, perhaps, for their health, and we urgently 
recommend enlargement of dormitories and class-rooms, and 
a supply of better outbuildings, and for a room for a library 
and museum. : 

We are happy to be able to report the health of the In- 
stitution nearly perfect, and to renew our expression of the 
obligation of the State to the ability, skill and careful 
thoughtfulness of our accomplished physician, Dr. Wirt 
Johnston. i 

We think the State fortunate in its present corps of teach- 
ers and employes of the Institution, who, so far as we have 
been able to discover, are quite eficient and attentive to 
duty, and enjoy the respect, confidence and affection of the 

upils. 
> We make the Superintendent's report å part of this. 
We are indebted to you, sir, for your uniform attendanoe 
upon our meetings, and the practical wisdom of your counsels -

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board: of Trustees : 


GENTLEMEN :— Under section 2318 of the annotated codeit 
becomes my duty to render to you a report of the opera- 
tions of the various departments of the Institution from the 
date of the last report, December 81, 1891, to September 81, 
1898, the latter date being now the end of the fiscal year. 

There were received during the year 1892 one hundred 
and one, and from January Ist to October 1, 1893, ninety 
pupils, making a total of 191 admitted since last report, 
giving an average yearly attendance of 953. 

Six have been graduated and discharged during this time. 
In June, 1892, Arthur Morse, of Itawamba county; in June, 
1898, Mary Jones, of Montgomery county, Captolia Hailes, 
of Clarke county, and Marcus Myer, of Lafayette county, 
graduated with much credit to themselves and the Institu- 
tion. 

Arthur Morse and Marcus: Myer had been trained in the 
printing trade and the girls had been instructed in sewing 
and cutting and fitting and all the duties requisite to good 
house-keeping. Immediately upon graduation Arthur Morse 
secured a position where he has since been enabled to make 
a comfortable living and render some assistance to his 
mother. I understand Marcus Myer has secured a position 
. of some kind in his native town. I am confident the young 
ladies will be able to make their way and not be dependent 
for their support. | , 

Thus it will be seen that this school, which, at first 
thought appears to be & charitable institution, is yearly add- 
ing to its already long list of graduates, pupils who have 
been irained in some handi-work and prepared for useful- 
ness and self-support. By their intelligent industry and 
upright citizenship they are compensating the State for the 
advantages afforded them and the money expended in their 
education. 

In a brief history appended to this report it will be seen 
that Mississippi has been liberal to her deaf children, and it 
is pleasing to note that they are giving many evidences of 
their appreciation of what they have enjoyed. 
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PUPILS AND TEAOHERS. 

As a rule the conduct of the pupils hag been praise: 
worthy and they are to be commended for their faithfulness ' 
in their studies. Their progress in study and the' various 
industries taught has been very good, as our yearly exami- 
nations and the exhibition of their handi-work at the close 
of school in Junetestifies. 

T'he standing of the pupil certainly testifies to the faith- 
ful and successful work of the teacher. The art of success- 
fully teaching the deaf requires a better education than that 
for teaching the hearing and demands a patience and an 
energy that is rarely seen in any other calling. The strain 
npon the vital forces is consiant and wearing, therefore the 
faithful teacher of the deaf is entitled to double honor. - 


METHODS OF INSTRUOTION. 


This Institution employs what is known as the Combined 
System, which includes the sign and oral methods. 

The object of the sign method is the acquisition of a good 
English education through the medium of signs. 

The object of the oral method is the acquisition of a good 
English education through speech, and to gain the power of 
speech and the ability to read the lips of those who speak. 

‘Those who hold that the oral method is the only proper 
way to educate the deaf insist that every deaf child can be 
successfully taught, or educated, in this way. This might 
be true as a rule if each child or å very small number of child- 
ren could have the undivided attention of one teacher. But 
where each teacher has from twelve to twenty pupils, as is 
the case in this Institution, it is & physical impossibility. 
There is no denying that the power of speech and the abil- 
ity to read the lips, as gained by many of the deaf, is an in- 
calculable blessing. In this day of Christian philanthropy 
such questions ought to engage the attention of every intel- 
ligent man and especially those charged with the care and 
education of the deaf. Let me commend this to your very 
especial attention. I do not agree with those called the “pure 
oralists;” they claim to do away with signs altogether. I 
do not believe the day will ever come when the deaf, as a 
elass, will be educated without the use of some signs. 

Since the last report we have had a class of fifteen taught 
altogether by the oral method and thirty-five have been in- 
structed in speech and lip reading. Miss Sarah McClure, of 
Jacksonville, Ill, an accomplished and successful teacher, 
has been added to this department during the last two years. 
We now have two teachers giving their entire time to this 
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branch. The Institution has been fortunate in securing the 
services of a teacher 86 "well qualifiod in mind and disposi- 
tion as Miss McClure. 


FIRE AND INSURANCE. 


The question of lights cantinues to demand serious atten- 
tention. It is only necessary to remind the Legislature 
that the buildings are still lighted with oil to suggest the 
danger of & terrible conflagration. The possibility of fire 
would be diminished by the purchase of 200 feet of fire 
hose. This, with & reel, would cost $200. It could be 
manned by the boys of the Institution, and with a little 
practice, they would be able to extinguish any fire on the 
premises, if discovered in its incipienoy. 

The insurance as now carried amounts to $850 for three 
years. Would it not be well to ask for an appropriation for 
that specific purpose? 


THE FARM AND DAIRY. 


During the year 1892. there was raised on the farm 2017 
pounds (or four bales) of cotton which was sold for $161.87. 
This money was used by the direction of the board in the cur-. 
rent expenses of the Institution, the vouchers for which 
bave been submitted to and approved by the board. There 
has also been raised in the two years about 275 bushels of 
corn, about 70 bushels of potatoes, about 175 dozen bundles 
of oats, and about 12 tons of hay, besides the vegetables used 
at the colored department. 

A strip of land fifty feet wide, extending across the farm 
and along the track ot the Alabama & Vicksburg Railroad, 
was sold to' that corporation for $400. The Board decided to 
use this money in the building of a suitable house and the 
purchase of cows for dairy, and try the expcriment of iur- 
nishing milk and butter for the Institution. It was then de- 
cided to abandon the cultivation of cotton. We are now 
milking eight cows, and have been able to furnish all the 
milk the Institution has used since May last and make some 
butter. By the addition of a few more cows we will soon be’ 
able to make all the butter needed in the Institution.

Many important questions touching the education, train- 
ing and care of the deaf, were ably and thoroughly discussed, 
and the proceedings, which have been published by the Col- 
orado Institution, make an important addition to our Institu- 
tion library. 


While there thé members were entertained by the Colo- 
rado Institution in a manner that did credit to the * Centen- 
nial State." 


WORLD'S CONGRESS OF INSTRUCTORS OF THE DEAF. 


Åmong the many World's Congresses held under the 
auspices of the Columbian Exposition, none was of more 
importance and far reaching in its influence than that of the 
Instructors of the Deaf, which was in session July 17-24. 

A detailed programme of the literary exercises was arrang" 
ed by a committee appointed in 1890. 

The subjects were all selected and different members of 
the profession were then requested to discuss certain subjects. 
The discussions were all to be prepared and submitted in 
writing ; no paper to exceed twenty minutes in its reading. 

With this careful selection of subjects and those to discuss 
them, and the ample time (about six months) for prepara- 
tion, the very cream of thought on the important questions 
relating to the welfare of the deaf was secured. i 

These papers have been published in book form by the 
“American Annals of the Deaf.” They not only make a 
valuable addition to the literature concerning tlte deaf but 
an important and interesting chapter in the history of educa- 
tion in the world i 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The appropriation for “Salaries and Wages" is just suffi- 
cient for the regnlar employees we now have. 

With the strictest economy the appropriation for ' Sup- 
port" has been sufficient, covering everyihing to the end of 
the fiscal year and leaving a balance that will meet all ex- 
penses till the assembling of the Legislature. 

The appropriations for repairs and transportation should 
be continued. The Board will remember that the buildings 
and fences are nearly all frame, and are constantly in need of 
repairs.

In this connection I want to say that the foreman of the 
printing office desires, and I think he ought to have, an in- 
crease in his salary. 


THE NATIONAL DEAF MUTE COLLEGE 


At Washington, D. C., is supported by the National Gov- 
ernment for the higher education of the deaf of all the 
States. Mississippi has twice, for a short time, been repre- 
sented in that College. We now have some advanced pupils, 
and one or two who have left school, who desire very much 
to enter the College. They have not the means to defray 
the limited expenditures that would be necessary. 

In view of the fact that Mississippi is furnishing her hear- 
ing boys and girls higher education by giving them free 
tuition and in other ways assisting them in their laudable 
ambitions, would it not be a just recognition of the merits 
of these deserving deaf persons for the Legislature to make 
it possible for them to attend this College? It would awaken 
A healthy ambition among our own pupils and stimulate the 
deaf to higher endeavor. In addition to what the National 
Government furnishes free, it would require about $75.00 a . 
year for each student. 

. The standard at this College is high, and every one who 
enters must measure up to it. Should this expenditure be 
authorized and no one is able to stand the examination, it will 
not be made. Should any be able to pass and to maintain 
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themselves in the College, it would be an investment for the 
State that would return å handsome dividend in the exalted 
character of her deaf citizens. 


MORE ROOM. 


The Institution is sadly in need of more room. The girls" 
dormitories and the boys’ study room are full to overflow- 
ing. "There are four class-rooms in the school building, and 
we have seven classes, including the art class. The articu- 
lation classes have to be taught in the chapel. "This is ex- 
ceedingly inconvenient, especially for articulation, and ren- 
ders it impossible to obtain the best results. 

The old shanties used for printing office and laundry cer- 
tainly are not in keeping with the other buildings, to say 
nothing of their discomfort and unfitness. 

Every institution for the deaf ought to have a library and 
& museum, The deaf receive all their knowledge through 
the eye, and as far as possible books and objects that will 
edueate and enlighten them should be collected that they: 
may be used in their education. For instance, the various 
kinds of woods that grow in Mississippi would make an in- ' 
teresting and valuable collection. Such a department would, 
itself, invite contributions, and afford an opportunity to any 
liberal snd philanthropic person who might happen to come 
this way, to present to the Institution objects that would 
prove of great value. ` 


HEALTH. , 

The health of the Institution has been remarkably good. 
There have been no deaths, no epidemics, and no alarming 
cáses of sickness. For a more detailed account I will refer 
you to the report of Dr. Jobnston, physician to the Institu- 
tion, whose prompt attention and skillful treatment have 
doubtless prevented a serious turn to many cases of slight. 
indisposition. 


‘CONCLUSION. 


Teachers and officers have all labored to promote harmony 
and to advance the interests of the school, and there has 
been nothing to mar the peaceful progress of pupils. 

The regular attendance of the Governor and the Board of 
Trustees at the monthly meetings has keptthem at all times 
familiar with the condition and management of the Institu- 
tion and has proven a help and an encouragement to all 
laboring in the school. 
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Trusting that the condition of the Institution has been 
properly set forth, recognizing the help of a kind Providence 
and returning my thanks to the Governor and the Board for 
their sympathy and co-operation in my various duties, this 
report, with appendix, is respectfully submitted.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


1. This Institution is located in the city of Jackson. It 
was established by the Legislature and supported by the 
State; it is not in any sense an asylum, but a school for the 
education of the deat. 

2. The Institution is open to the deaf-mutes of the 
State who are desirous of receiving an education; provided 
they are of good moral character, of sound minds and free 
from contagious and infectious diseases, Hight is consid- 
ered the best age to begin their education, and parents are 
urged notto delay it beyond the age of eight or ten, at 
farthest. Mutes whose primary education is deferred until 
they are eighteen or twenty ean never be well educated. 

3. Boarding, tuition, books and medical attendance are 
furnished by the State. To the very poor, clothing and 
transportation are supplied free, but in order to secure this 
benefit the Superintendent must have a certificate, signed by 
some proper officer, or some other evidence, of the pupil's 
indigeney. 

4. The school session opens the first week in October, 
and closes the last week in June; vacation, July, August and 
September. Itis thought best to have a long vacation in 
tbe hot season and give no holiday at Christmas, except 
Christmas and New Year's days. 

5. When parents and guardians enter their children it 
must be with the distinct understanding that they cannot 
visit their homes during the session, except in case of sick- 
ness or death in the families; should they be called home in 
such eases, money to pay their way must be sent at the 
same time they are called. 

6. Parents are expected to take their children home in 
vacation. . 

7. Parents in sending their children to the Institution 
should be careful to send the names and postoffice of father 
and mother, the child's name in full, date of birth, cause of 
deafness and when lost hearing. 

8. Pupils are given ample opportunity to correspond 
with their parents and friends during the session. They are’ 
required to write letters on the first and third -Mondays of 
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each month, and to send at least one to parents or guardians. 

9. Hach ‘pupil ‘should be supplied with enough clothing 
to do the, year, including a comfortable wrap for winter and 
enough stamps and stationery to write home once a month, 
and oftener if desired. 

10. Parents should paste a complete list of all clothing 
on the inside of the top of the trunk. As soon as the pupil 
arrives the clothing will be counted to see if correct, and the 
list preserved. If anything is lost in the wash during the 
session it will be replaced. 

11. - All clothing should be eee es. in full name of the 
owner with indelible ink. 

12. Any further information ES the Institution 
may be had by addressing the Superintendent. på 

18. Parents and friends entering their children the first 
time, are invited to visit the Institution and stay a day and. 
night and see for themselves what provision has been made 
for the children. 

14. Parenis and friends visiting their children after they 
have entered school, are expected to find accommodations

The first mention of the deaf that has been found in any 
of the State records, is in the message of Governor A. G, 
McNutt, sent to the Legislature, January 5th, 1841, In giv- 
ing some statistics he says: “There were in the State on 
June 1st, 1840, 


Free white persons deaf and dumb................ 69 
Colored persons deaf and dumb and blind......... . 118,” 


It does not appear that he made any recommendation 
looking to the establishment of an institution for their edu- 
cation, or that any member of the Legislature introduced a 
bill to that end. 

No reference has been found to this subject from that date 
till the meeting of the Legislature in 1852, when Governor 
James Whitfield made the following recommendation, viz: 

“One other institution of a kindred character [referring 
to the Lunatic Asylum and the Institution for the Blind.-— 
J. R. D.] is still wanted to completethe list of noble chari- 
ties so characteristic of Southern generosity: I refer to 
the asylum for the deaf and dumb. 

The poor mute who is permitted to gaze upon the beau- 
ties of nature, but whose ears are forever closed to the sweet 
melody Providence has ordained to gladden the human 
heart, and whose tongue has never learned to hold social 
converse with bis fellow creatures or even unite in praises 
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to tbe Most High, is a subject to elaim our most anxious 
solicitude, and prompt us to some action to ameliorate their 
condition; whilst they cam only be taught to appreciate 
the bounties of Providence, and the scheme of Redemption, 
by teaching them to read. Let us not withhold from them 
this exalted privilege, so fraught with happiness to all who 
enjoy its benefits; and whilst they can only converse with 
their fellow-creatnres and enjoy that social intercourse so. 
necessary io the happiness of all, hy learning to write, let 
us do something towards unstopping the ears of the dent, 
and making the dumb to speak through the medium of the 
pen. I would therefore, recommend that a small appro- 
priation be made, similar to the one made for the bene- 
fit of the blind, in order to empley a teacher or teach- 
ers and found a school, for the benefit of this class of 
our people, which may be changed or enlarged as circum- 
stances may hereafter require. And with this additional 
institution the people of Mississippi may justly feel that 
they have done everything that could be done by legisla- 
tive enactment to educate the poor, and ameliorate the con- 
dition of the suffering and afflicted. 

“In view of the intimate connection between this and the 
institution for the Blind, I respectfully suggest that the two 
might be blended under one general supervision, thereby 
lessening the expense io the State, without detriment to 
either." ' 

This recommendation was followed by the introduction of 
a hill in the House of Representatives, at that session, by 
Mr. Jones, a representative from Pontotoc county, establish- 
ing an institution fortheinstruetion of the deaf and dumb, 
at or near the town of Pontotoe in Pontotoc county. This 
bill went to its third reading in the House, when a “rider” 
was tacked to it, making the institution a department of Oak- 
land College, a flourishing male college in the state at that 
time. This rider seems to have killed the bill on its final 
passage. At the session of the Legislature in 1854 a similar 
bill was introduced in the Senate by Mr. Webb, Senator 
from Pontotoc, This “bill was killed” in the house of its 
frienda, and it seems the energetic representatives from 
Pontotoe gave un the idea of seenring the prize. 

On Tuesday, Fehruary 7th, 1854, Col. Erasmus R. Burt, 
a member of the House of Representatives, and the father 
of the Mississippi Institution for the Edneation of the Deaf 
and Dumb, offered the following resolution, which was- 
adopted, to-wit: 

tt Resolved, That the Committee ot"Education is hereby 
instructed to enqnire into the expediency of enlarging the 
building of the Blind Institute, so as to furnish apartments 
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for the education of the: deaf and dumb, and report by bill 
or otherwise.” 

Col. Burt-was a prominent and influential member from 
Oktibbeha county, and at that session was not only å mem- 
ber of the Committee of Education, bit was the Chairman 
of the Committee on Claims, the first in the list of commit- 
tees. 

It will be seen that instead of being an asylum, or a refuge 
for the deaf, its very origin’ was in the idea of education, 
and every recommendation, act and resolution had in view 
the education of the deaf; making it purely an educational 
institution. 

On Wednesday evening, February 22d, 1854, just fifteen 
days after the introduction of that resolution, Col. Burt, 
from the Committee of Education, made the following report, 
to-wit: “Mr. Speaker: The Committee on Education have 
had under consideration the resolution of the House, in- 
structing them to enquire into the expediency of establish- 
ing an institution for the education of the deaf and dumb, 
have instructed me to report the following bill, and recom- 
mend that it do pass." The report was received; the bill 
was read the first time and passed to the orders of the day. 
On the morning of the 28th of February, Col. Burt called 
up this bill and it was made the special order for that even- 
ing at 7 o’clock. -When the hour arrived, on motion of Mr. 
Newman, of Warren county, the special order was taken up. 
The House resolved itself into Committee of the Whole, 
considered the bill and reported it back without amend- 
ment and recommended its passage. The report was re- 
ceived and agreed to, and the bill was read the third time. 
Mr. Liddell moved an amendment by way of arider. The 
rider was read the first, second and third times and passed. 
The question was then taken on the passage of the bill and 
rider, and decided in the affirmative by the following vote: 

Yeas—Mr. Speaker (Hon. Hiram Cassidy, of Franklin 
county), Messrs. Austell, Anderson, Burt, Brown, Barks- 
dale, Botters, Bernard, Beasly, Buck, Burrus, Covington, 
Downs, Duckworth, Dubisson, Gilleland, Huntley, Harper, 
of Hinds, Holder, Helm, Foot, Liddell, Lewis, McLaurin, 
Magee, Owen, Phillips, Powe, Rozelle, Rawls, Rankin, 
Rhodes, of Jackson, Regan, Shannon, Sharpe, Saddler, Stark, 
Strong, Swearingen, Thome, Ward, and Wavne—43. 

Nays—Messrs. Abott, Autry, Boren, Bardin, Buckley, 
Dean, Dickens, Elzy, Garrett, Gordon, Henderson, Hind- 
man, Hamer, Jayne, Lott, McQueen, Mitchell, Monet, New- 
man, Rives and Siddall—20. 

This bill was immediately reported to the Senate. - At the 
afternoon session the next day, March Ist, Mr. Webb, Sena- 
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tor from Pontotoc, called up the bill and it passed its secs 
ond reading. At this juncture Mr. D. W. Adams, an ener- 
getic Senator from Hinds county, got the floor and called 
up several other bills? which were passed. Mr.J. M. Acker- 
man, of Monroe county, moved a reconsideration of the 
bill, and it was finally passed by the following vote: Ayes: 
Messrs. Adams, Authur, Berry, Cobb, Farrar, Graves, Hem- 
ingway, Johnston, MeWillie, Nelson, Pegues, West and 
Webb—18. Nays—Mr. President, (John J. Pettus), Messrs. 
Boone, Banks, Ellett, Greer, Koger, Oliver, Ramsay and 
Stewart—9. The bill was reported back to the House at 
the night session of this same day. Time was short, the 
Legislature, by a resolution already adopted by both houses, 
was to adjourn next day. Mr. Siddall, from the Committee 
on enrolled bills reported that the joint committee had 
found the bill correctly enrolled. It was then to be signed 
by the presiding officers of both houses and be sent to the 
Governor for his approval before it could become a law. It: 
was reported to the Governor that evening, signed, or ap- 
proved, by him that evening and reported back to the House 
on the morning of March 2d. 

Thus was born, March 1st, 1854, the Institution for the 
Education of the Deaf and Dumb, of Mississippi. Those - 
who are familiar with the workings of legislative bodies, know 
that with the opposition to this bill, there must have been 
some interested, watchful, experienced and influential friend 
to engineer it, when it was carried through so rapidly and 
skilltully, and so near the end of the session, the Legisla- 
ture having adjourned in less than twelve hours after it was 
reported back by the Governor. There being no other way 
of finding out who this friend was than from the journals of 
the House and Senate, the honor must be attributed to Col. 
E. R. Burt. 

Col. Burt was Auditor of State at the breaking out of the 
war. He gave up his office, raised å company and tendered 
his services to the Confederate Government. For his gal- 
lant conduct he was soon promoted to the coloncy and laid 
down his life in 1861, at the battle of Leesburg. The for- 
tunes of war left no time or money to mark the graves of 
its heroes. Miss Cabiniss, who is, and has been for so many 
years, Matron of the Institution, was an intimate friend of 
the daughters of this good man. In the absence of the ten- 
der loved ones, at her own expense, she marked the spot 
where he was laid, and from that day to this, she has, un- 
eonscious of the fact that he was the real founder of the In- 
stitution, watched over the tomb of a friend, whose name 
wil always be honored by the deaf of Mississippi. It 
behooves Mississippians to honor and revere the memory 
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of such a friend of her institutions, such a distinguished 
statesman and brave soldier. 

Col. Burt did not, and could not have dreamed of the pos- 
-sibilities of this Institution, and he certainly legislated wiser 
than he knew. During the years 1890 and 1891, the super- 
intendent attempted to gather the statistics as to oceupa- 
tions and annual earnings of those who had gone out from 
the Institution since its foundation. These efforts resulted 
in showing that out of about three hundred who had been 
in the Institution, returns were received from only sixty-two, 
aggregating twenty-two different employments, annual earn- 
ings of $13,158, and the total for the whole time $131,257. 
Referring to this matter the Superintendent says, in his re- 

ort: 

P «With two exceptions these have all left the Institution 
since the war. The buildings, with all the records were 
-burned at that time and there is no data from which to 
gather the facts previous to that period. I have been ex- 
ceedingly careful to prevent an exaggerated showing in the 
way of annual incomes. From these facts I have no hesi- 
tancy in stating that the pupils who have left the Institution 
since 1871 are now producing annually more than the Legis- 
lature appropriates for the maintenance of the Institution. 
What better argument can be presented for the liberal sup- 
port of this branch of public education? Since that date 
(1871) about two hundred pupils have gone out into the 
world. Some of these have died; some have moved and 
cannot now bo located; and some report that ‘they are mak- 
ing a living"; many of the young ladies have married, and 
while they are not working for wages, they are filling the . 
noble missions of wives and mothers, and reflecting credit 
upon their State and Alma Mater, This list is being con- 
stantly increased, for there is not å year passes but some in- 
telligent boys and girls, who have been receiving the State's 
bounty, under the fostering care of the Institution, decline 
to be further assisted, join the busy throng, and take their 
places as good citizens and begin to bear their share of the 
burdens of government.” 

On the 19th of April, following the passage of this bill, 
Messrs. W. B. Smart, S. Pool and F. C. Jones, "Trustees of 
the Institution for the Blind, organized as Trustees of the 
Institution for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb. In- 
stead of enlarging the building of Institution for the Blind 
as was contemplated in the Act, and organizing a depart- 
ment for the Deat and Dumb, the Trustees very wisely pur- 
chased property and establisbed an independent Institution. 
They purchased the property on Capitol Street, opposite the 
Governor's Mansion, at $9,000 and opened the Institution 
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for tbe reception of pupils, August, 1854, with Mr. John H. 
Gazlay, a deaf-mute and a graduate of the New York Insti. 
tution, as Principal. The salary was insufficient and Mr. 
Gazlay resigned in a few months. Mr. Momfort was then 
employed; he soon resigned to accept à more lucrative posi- 
tion. The school was closed about the first of November, 
1855, and up to the time of their first report, January, 1856, 
the Trustees were unable to secure å principal, on account of 
not being able to pay a sufficient salary. 

1n Mareh, 1856, the following Board of Trustees was ap- 
pointed by Gov. John J. McRae: Jo. Bell, A. B. Cabiniss, 
W. W. Divine, John T. Hull and W. H. Brown. It appears 
from thereport made by this Board, January, 1857, that the 
school was closed about three months in 1856, because they 
were unable to get a teacher. ‘lhe records do not show at 
what date the school was opened, but the Trustees say: 
«We secured on June Ist, Mr. Bliss, a deaf-mute, as a teacher 
who remained about two months.” On July lst, of the 
same year, they employed as principal, Rev. A. Pomroy, and 
Mrs. Pomroy as Matron. Later in the year they employed 
Mr. E, N. Bowes, a deaf-mute, as assistant teacher. Mr. 
Bowes had attended both the Ohio and Indiana Institutions 
as å pupil. The Board seemed anxious, and very naturally, 
for the future of the Institution, for they say in this report: 
«How much longer this Institution is to exist, must alto- 
gether depend upon tbe action of the present Legislature." 

It is å pleasure to record that the Legislature came to the 
rescue. In addition to the annual appropriation of $2000 
they made an increase of $6000 a year. The Trustees recom- 
mended in this report that the property then owned by the 
Institution in the city be exchanged for that known as St. 
Andrew’s College, about one mile west of the city. This 
suggestion was adopted by the Legislature and the exchange 
was made that year. Fíteen pupils were received during the 
year 1856, whose names are not given in the report. Rev. 
À. Pomroy made the first report as principal in January, 
1857. Among other things he records the fact that Gen. Jo. 
Bell, President of the Board, handed him $5.00, with which, 
being increased by $2.00 from himself, they prepared the 

upils a “sumptuous Christmas festival.” 

The future of the Institution now seemed bright indeed. 
With handscme, commodious and comfortable buildings, and 
an energetic and active Principal, the Legislature having pro- 
vided all that was asked, the Trustees naturally hoped for 
large prosperity. Whether there was any further trouble or 
not, the record is silent; but before the close of another year 
Mr. and Mrs. Pomroy quietly dropped out, and Mr. A. K. 
Martin, nephew of the distinguished founder, and for thirty- 
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five years the successful Superintendent of the Missouri In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, appears as Superintendent. 
Mr. Martin was one of those educated, high-toned, chivalrous 
Christian, Southern gentlemen, whose wise experience and 
liberal knowledge in the management and education of the 
deaf, rendered bim peculiarly well fitted to adorn this posi- 
tion. : 

The following January Mr. Martin makes a lengthy report, 
in which the Institution appears in an exceedingly flourishing 
condition. It was in September of this year, 1857, that Mr. 
L. W, Saunders, who is still at his post, was first appointed 
teacher. In tke words of Mr. Martin, Mr. Saunders was, at 
that time, “a promising young pupil, who has by his zeal 
and industry made such advances in the art of teaching, as 
gives good promise of his success; He is also indebted for 

is appointment, to his genial temper and good moral char- 
acter.” With the exeeption of the years the iostitution was 
closed on account of the war, Mr. Saunders has taught con- 
tinuously in this Institution since his appointment in 1857. 
There seems to be no record of any other man having serv- 
ed Mississippi in any capacity, tor so many consecutive 
years. This history would not be complete without a 
special mention of this: “ promising young pupil" who has 

rown old in theservice of the Institution, but whose energy 
and skill are yet being vigorously impressed upon the deaf 
of his native State. lt aftords tho compiler ot this history 
great pleasure to bear this testimony. 

The next report is made January, 1859, with thirty-four 
pupils enrolled. The erisis evidently has passed, the Trus- 
tees think ; Mr. Martin is still in charge, and the Institution 
is in a highly prosperous condition. 

In September, 1560, Mr. Martin resigned to accept a sim- 
ilar position in the Louisiana Institution. By the Ist of 
October the Board had secured the services of Mr. A. G. 
Scott, at that time principal of the Tennessee Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb. 

The next report is made in 1861. During this time the 
number of pupils had increased rom thirty-four to fifty- 
seven and everything seems to have prospered accordingly. 
For the first time this report gives a list of the officers and 
teachers. 

A new era is dawning upon our country. About this 
time "rumors of unsuccessful and successful wars" fill the 
air, and the dark clouds of civil strife begin to settle down 
upon this happy and prosperous people. Before another bi- 
ennial term had passed the iron heel of war was on the neck 
of this child of State, and she lay trampled in the dust. The 
buildings were burned, this beautiful and happy home was

desolated and the unfortunate and helpless children were 
left, it seemed, to the doom of darkness and ignorance. It 
will not be out of place here to inject the following extraot 
from the message of Gov. Pettus, sent to the Legislature 
Monday, November 4, 1861: “Itis my painful duty to in- 
form you that Col. E. R. Burt, Auditor of Public Accounts, 
fell mortally wounded at the battle of Leesburg, while gal- 
lantly leading a regiment of Mississippi's brave sons to one of 
the most brilliant victories which has come to our arms dur- 
ing the war." “Those are times that try men’s souls.” "The 
deaf of Mississippi can never cease to honor the State for 
what it has done for them. Inexorable war had brought 
death and destruction, and almost famine, yet, amid all this 
desolation the representatives of the people did not forget 
the deaf, as will be seen from the following section, taken 
from an act of 1862 and 1863: 

“Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Missis- 
sippi, Thatthe Trustees of the Mississippi Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, be authorized and hereby empowered 
to place the deaf and dumb orphans in their charge, and 
such others in the State as are similarly situated, in some 
suitable Institution for the deaf and dumb in or out of the 
State until the Trustees of the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb properly fit up and organize the same for the recep- 
tion of scholars." 

The same act appropriated $7000 annually to enable the 
Trustees to carry out this provision. The next Legislature 
not only provided for the orphans, but, to use the words of 
the Act, “for the deaf-mutes who have been, or may be un- 
der the pupilage of the Institution for that class." 

No one can say that Mississippi has, or will, neglect her 
deaf children, when, amid the roar of the cannon and while 
the circling smoke of battle ascencéd up to heaven as in- 
cense from the altar upon which ihe flower of-her manhood 
had heen offered, a willing sacrifice, she takes time to stop 
and provide for their wants. What an incentivo to the deaf 
to become honorable and useful citizens. This history, from 
April 23, 1862, to October 21, 1865, can best be told by the 
following reports, which read like a novel : 


REPORT 


OF THE JOINT STANDING OOMMITTEE ON THE DEAF AND DUMB 
INSTITUTION. 


Mr. President : 


The joint standing committee on the Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, beg leave respectfully to report that they 
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have endeavored to discharge their duty in the best manner 
they could with the meagre information they have been able 
to obtain. We have not visited the, grounds on which the 
buildings once stood, because we deemed it unnecessary, 
having learned that they were all destroyed by the fortunes 
of war. 

The impoverished condition of the finances of the Sta.e 
preclude the possibility of appropriations being made, such 
as will be requisite for erecting suitable buildings for this 
Institution, except, perhaps, some small buildings for tem- 
porary use, and which may hereafter be used for workshops, 
etc., by the Institution, as indicated by the Board of Trus- 
tees in their report to his excellency, Gov. Humphreys, 
which is herewith filed and asked to be made & part of this 
report. : 


We wonld recommend that the annual appropriation now 
made by law to this Institution be used by the said Board 
of Trustees for the purpose of boarding and tuition of the 
indigent deaf-mutes, until such time as the State may be able 
to put the Institution again into successful operation. 

In examining into the facts as presented in relation to the 
burning of the building by the Federal forces, and the gen- 
eral destruction of the property of the Institution, we find 
nothing to allege in condemnation of the Trustees and Man- 
agers of the Institution, but on the contrary, we verily be- 
lieve they did the best they could under the circumstances. 
The destruction of the property is & calamity much to be 
deplored, especially at such a time as this, when tho treasury 
of the State is empty, and the people of the State unable to 
bear the weight of à heavy taxation. 

We still recommend this unfortunate class of our fellow 
creatures to the fostering care of the State. She has adopted 
tbem, and through weal or woe, riches or poverty, she ought 
to do the best she can for them. And although we cannot 
rocommend appropriation at the presert crisis of our affairs, 
for the purpose of erecting an Ásylum for them on a mag- 
nificent scale, yet we would not have you for a moment lose 
sight of this important object, and its consummation at the 
earliest possible time consistent with paramount public in- 
terest.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE. 


JACKSON, OCTOBER 21, 1865.

To His Excellency, B. G. Humphreys, Governor of Mississippi : 


Having received from you a note enquiring if we had e 
report to offer, and also asking us for any suggestions we 
might be able to make, in regard to a future policy, we 
promptly proceed to the discharge of the duty assigned us. 

The Institution of the Deaf and Dumb had been, under 
its former managers, justly a matter of pride to the State. 
It had clearly been conducted to a success, and stood & 


proud exemplifieation of the generosity of the State and. 


the energy and capacity of her citizens. In this condition 
war found this benevolent Institution. 

Soon the thunder of artillery was heard in our land — 
battles were fought and blood flowed as a great river. Our 
mangled soldiers came pouring into our city, and every 
house that could be used for a hospital, was demanded, and 
these poor God-stricken creatures were turned from their 
comfortable home, to make room for the bleeding soldier. 
This was done cheerfully by the managers; the Soldier must. 
be cared for, and the deaf-mute, for a time, turned over to 
his former friends. lt was war, inexorable war, which de- 
manded this sacrifice; there was no help for it, no avoiding 
it. 

Ås time rolled on our advancing foe reached our city, 
carrying the torch in one hand, the sword in the other. 
Black desolation marked his march, and our noble Institu- 
tion did not escape. It was leveled to the ground and left å 
smouldering mass. Apparatus, implements, fences and 
every appurtenance shared the fate of the buildings, and all 
that we have left is the land. 

This is the brief history of the Institution of the Deaf 
and Dumb. * * * * We must begin humbly, and per- 
severingly push on, until, by energy and prudence, pros- 
perity shall again dawn upon us. Inthe meantime, we pro- 
pose, (as the law now allows) to send the orphans to the 
cheapest and best Institution in our reach, * * * * The 
above is most respectfully submitted.

The provisions made in the part of an act quoted above 
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continued OU February 13th, 1869. Up to this date the 
Institution was entirely dependent upon the whims of the 
Legislature, as that body could have ‘abolished it at any 
time. Fortunately for the deaf, when the Constitution ot 
Mississippi, which was adopted in 1869, was drawn up some 
friend was thoughtful enough to secure their interest by the 
enactment of the following clause, viz: 

“Tt shall be the duty of the Legislature to provide by 
law, for the support of institutions tor the education of the 
deaf, dumb and blind." 

This provision was re-enacted in the Constitution of 1890, 
consequently the education of the deat of Mississippi is an 
assured fact until this part of her organie law is repealed. 

In obedience to this provision the Legislature ot 1871 re- 
organized and rebuilt the Institution and its history has 
been one of continual progress from that day to this. Under 
the act authorizing ihe rebuilding of the Institution, Gov. 
Alcorn appointed a Board of Trustees which proceeded at 
once to purchase grounds and buildings. 

Aiter visiting various sites in Jackson and other cities, 
the property now occupied, and that h ttime owned by Mrs. 
Edward Yerger, and some adjoining, was secured for $26,000 
in State warrants. 

The Board met July 8th, 1871, and elected Dr. J, L. Car- 
ter, then a member of the Board, Principal. The school 
was opened on December 1st, 1871, and in his first report; 
December 81st, Dr. Carter gives the names of nine pupils 
who had entered, and stated there were: thirty-five applica- 
tions on file. His second annual report shows that torty- 
five had been received. In this report, December, 1872, 
the Principal recommends the introduction of Articulation 
teaching, but the fact is noticeable that it was just ten years 
till this department was inauguraied. The next report of 
Dr. Carter gives the names of fifty pupils received, and in 
1875 torty-three, l 

Betore the next annual report was made Dr. Carter re- 
signed, and referring to that subject the Board said: “The 
Institution continued under the efficient management of its 
former Principal, Dr. J. L. Carter, until October 28d, 1876, 
at whicb time, very much to the regret of all interested in 
its prosperity, he tendered his resignation and removed to 
another State. Dr. M. S. Craft, a member of the Board of _ 
Trustees, was put in charge of the. Institution during the in- 
terim. On the 16th of November, following, Mr. Charles 
H. Talbot, for many years & successtul teacher in the Ken- 
tucky Institution, was appointed to fill this vacanoy. 

The next December forty pupils were reported as having 
been received during the year. Mr. Talbot was confronted 
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with a large doficit hanging ovor the Institution, The Board 
asked for $12,886, with whioh to liquidate this debt and carry 
the Institution through the next year. It appears the Leg- 
islature appropriated only $10,182, But by tho careful 
management and judicious purchases of Mr. Talbot, the in- 
debtedness was paid, and all expenditures for the year were 
met and a balance was reported of $700. This report shows 
forty-one pupils present. In 1877 an amendment to the 
Constitution changes the sessions of the Legislature from 
annual to biennial. The next report appeared in 1878 and 
seventy-one pupils had been received during that time, In 
the summer of 1878, it will be remembored, the terrible epi- 
demie of yellow fever visited this city and the school was 
not opened till December, This is Mr. Talbot’s last report, 
December, 1879, "Before another biennial term passed, he 
tendered his resignation, to take effect March 1st, 1881, and 
returned to his native State, where he has enjoyed the quiet 
and comfort of an elegant country home and indulged in the 
luxurious abundance of a magnificent Keutucky blue-grass 
farm, Mr. Talbot was a Obristian man of great force of 
_ character and splendid financial ability; and was successful 
in carrying the Institution through the most trying financial 
period of the State’s history. 

On January 10th, 1881, Mr. J. R. Dobyns, the present in- 
cumbont was elected to succeed Mr. Talbot, and entered 
upon his duties March Ist, following: 

During the biennial term ending December 81st, 1881, 
there were received ninety-two pupils and sixty-eight re- 
ported present at that time. In this report for 1880 nnd 
1881, the Superintendent recommended the introduction of 
articulation teaching, the teaching of trades, the purchase of 
more ground and the erection of a school building, and pro- 
vision for the education of colored deaf, all of which recom- 
mendations were adopted by the Board and provided for by 
the Legislature, The printing office was opened, and on 
April lst, 1882, the publication of the Deaf Mute Voice was 
begun, which has continued, with the exception of a few 
months in the latter part of 1889, The teaching of articula- 
tion was begun in November, 1882, by Miss Mossie McGann, 
whose successful history of six years’ teaching in this Insti- 
tution, and whose untimely death, in 1888, are still fresh in 
tho memory of the profession. The separate department for 
colored pupils was opened Ootaher lat, 1882, and has,con. 
tinued to grow during the ten years of its existence. 

In December, 1883, an epidemic of typhoid fever prevailed 
in the Institution, and continuing to grow more and more 
serious, the school was dismissed in March, 1884. Though 
there were many cases of the fever there was but one death, 
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The entire history of the Institution records only six deaths 
among the pupils whileinschool, There were under instruc- ` 
tion in 1882 and 1888 eighty pupils, with seventy-nine pres- 
ent when the report for these years was made, During 1884 
and 1886 there were enrolled one hundred and ten, with 
eighty present Decomber 91st, 1885, 

About this time the De l'Éipee Literary Society was organ- 
ized for the pupils, and has continued its regular monthly 
meetings, much to the entertainment and profit of its mem- 


ers. 

In April, 1886, the sixth Conference of Principals and 
Superintendenta was held here which became an important 
part of the history of this Institution, There "were present 
at this Conference representatives from twenty-four States 
and two Provinces of Canada. This Conference was sig- 
nalized as the “Gallaudet Conference,” in which was cele- 
brated the one-hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
Thomas Hopkins GALNAUDET, tho founder of the education 
of the deat in America, 

The enrollment tor the period covered by the report made 
in December, 1887, was ninety tor 1886, and ninety-three 
for 1887, with seventy-six. present at that writing. There 
were received in 1888 ninety-dix, and in 1889 ninety-five 
with eighty-four present at the cloge of that year, There 
were enrolled in 1890 one hundred, and in 1891 ninety-five 
with eighty-two present when the report was made, There 
wore received in 1892 ninety-one, and up to this writing in 
1808 ninoty-three have been admitted, 

This Institution is supported entirely by appropriations 
made by tho legislature and has never received a donation 
or bequest, 


It ig tree to all the deaf of the State who cannot be taught 
in the public schools, The age ot admission and time of 
remaining under instruction has been very wisely left to the 
disaretion of the Board of Trustees, The course of study 
is about what is taught in the public schools of the State, 
and the average pupil who remains nine or ten sessiona is 
well equipped tor the battle of life, The combined system 
is the one in use. It is the constant aim of the manage- 
ment to supplement their education with some useful trade, 
80 that they will go out into the world producers instead of 
consumers, 

Brief as this history is, it required days of searching 
among the musty records of State, and should its friends 
find any material omissions or mistakes, it is hoped they 
will attribute them to incomplete records and the limited 
time allowed for ita preparation, 
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Thus ends a brief account of the record made by this In- 
stitution, which record would undoubtedly make an impor- 
portant and interesting chapter in & complete history of 
Mississippi. 

Letthe deaf of Mississippi uncover their heads and lift 
up their hearts in gratitude for the rivers of blessings that 
have been flowing from this Institution for all these years.

ANNOTATED CODE. 


CHAPTER 64. 


2320 (678). NAME AND FnANOHISE.— The Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, heretofore established 
- at Jackson, shall continue to exist for the purposes of its 
establishment, under ihe name of “Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb," with power to receive and hold property, real 
and personal, for its benefit, and to accept and use, as pro- 
vided by law, all bequests, devises and donations made to 
it; and it shall continue to enjoy the rights and privileges 
conferred on it by law, and such as are necessary to accom- 
plish the purposes of its establishment. 

2821. PARTS OF OHAPTER FOR INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND 
APPLIED. —Every section, except the first, of the chapter on 
“Tnstitute for the Blind,” shall apply to the Institute for the 
Deaf and Dumb as fully as if inserted here, changing the 
word “blind” to “deaf” wherever it occurs. 

2311 (670). GOVERNMENT : Trustees.—The government of 
the Institute is vested in a board of five trustees, to be ap- 
pointed by the governor, with the advice and consent ot the 
senate, for a term of two years, and until successors are ap- 
pointed: 

2312 (671). Vacanores: Removals.— The governor may 
remove any trustee for cause, and he may fill all vacancies 
occuring during a recess of the senate. 

2318 (672). PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD: Quorum.—The gov- 
ernor is ex-officio president of the board of trustees; but in 
his absence the board may select a president for the time. 
A majority of the trustees shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business; but when a bare majority is pres- 
ent, the concurrence of all will be necessary. 

2314 (674). Powers or TRUSTEES.— he board of trustees 
may adopt all needful rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the Institute, and may regulate the number, and fix 
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tbe salaries of under-officers and teachers, and prescribe the 
duties of all officers and teachers and the course of instruc- 
tion. 

2315 (675). NONE BUT RESIDENTS ADMITTED.— The board of 
trustees shall not admit into the Institute a person who is not 
a bona fide resident of this State, and who is not ot good 
moral charaeter. 

2816 (675). BOARD AND TUITION: Free pupils.—The board 
of trustees shall fix the amount to be paid by pupils for 
board and tuition and the terms of admission and times of 
payment; and it shall admit free of all charges, upon the 
certificate of the county superintendent of education, all 
indigent deaf persons who are eligible. 

2817. SuPERINTENDENT.— There shall be a superintendent 
of the institute, to beappointed by the Governor, with the 
advice and consent of the senate, for aterm of two years, and 
he may be removed by the Governor for cause. All vacan- 
eies occurring during the recess of the senate shall be filled 
by the Governor. 

2318. Same: His duties.— The duties of the superintend- 
ent shall be prescribed by the board of trustees, and he shall 
have general control over and responsibility for the manage- 
ment of the Institute and the care of its property. He shall 
make an annual report to the board of trustees, up to the 
first day of October, in such form as the board shall pre- 
scribe, and, in particular, giving the statistics for the pre- 
ceding year. 

2819.(076). REPORT OF TRUSTEES TO LEGISLATURE.— The 
board of trustees shall make a report, through the Gover- 
nor, every two years to the Legislature, setting forth a full 
statement ot its official acts and of the condition and prog- 
ress of the Institute, with such recommendations as it may 
deem proper, and containing a detailed report of all receipts 
and expenditures for the two preceding fiscal years.
